No. TC/Committee/72/57.— In pursuance of sub-section (2) of 
section 29 of the Indian Railways Act, 1890, (9 of 1890), jftre 
Central Government hereby fixes, with effect from 1st Decem- 
ber, 1958, two 11P. per maund as the rate of extra charge to be 
levied on all consignments of goods traffic, that are required to 
be loaded and unloaded by the consignors and consignees res- 
pectively in the cases mentioned below, when booked to or 
from Out Agencies/City Booking Agencies:— 

(i) Goods that are consigned loose or in bulk. 

(ii) Offensive goods. 

(iii) All wagon-load consignments that are subject to the 
condition that loading and unloading shall be done 
by the consignors and consignees respectively. 

(iv) Goods charged at station-to-station rates subject to the 
condition that loading and unloading shall be done 
by the consignors and consignees respectively. 

(v) Heavy machinery, long timber or other heavy articles 
weighing one ton and over per price. 

2. The extra charge shall be recoverable through the Rail- 
way Receipt alongwitli the freight.
